Minister of Justice Gives No- 
tice of Bill to Fix Sal- 
aries 



Ottawa, May d. — In the Houso of 
Commons this afternoon Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier gave formal notice that the 
bill to amend the elections act would 
be taken up. This is the bill which 
provides for the preparation of voters' 
lists In Manitoba and British Colum- 
bia independent of the lists prepared 
by the provincial authorities, and 
over which it is expected that the big 
light of the session will take place, 
the opposition contending that there 
is no reason whatever in treating these 
two provinces any differently from any 
other provinces of the Dominion us 
regards the preparation of voters 
lists. 

Mr. Borden asked if the govern- 
ment intended introducing any other 
new bills this session, and was told 
that it did, the premier stating that 
among them would be included a bill 
relating to the boundaries of tho prov- 
ince of Manitoba, lie promised a 
further statement for tomorrow. Mr. 
Oliver Informed Mr. Macdonell that 
the government had not seen tho ad- 
vertisements of Thomas W. Lawson 
of tile Yukon Gold company, and 
could not say whether not the 

statements made therein were correct. 
Some discussion took place regarding 
a file from the department of marine 
and fisheries, regarding the purchases 
of fire extinguishers from man named 
Patton, in which it is alleged that 
Augusta Lemieux, of Ottawa was con- 
cerned. The matter came up on Fri- 
day last, and Mr. Brodeur quoted from 
the file, afterwards laying It on the 
table of the house. Mr. Blain com- 
plained that this file had disappeared 
from the possession of tno clerk, and 
he appealed to tho speaker to vindi- 
cate the authority of the houso and 
oroor that tho file be restored to' the 
possession of the clerk. 

Mr. Brodeur stated that the file had 
been required for use before Judge 
Cassels. 

To this Mr. Sproule retorted that 
Mr. Brodeur should have secured an 
order from the House allowing him 
to take possession. The speaker gave 
it as his opinion that the lil e had not 
been placed on the table by order of 
the House, and therefore did not have 
to remain in possession of tho clerk. 

Mr. Foster wanted to know if Mr. 
Brodeur would put the file back on 
the table, and Mr. Brodeur replied 
that he would let Mr. Foster inspect 
It, and sent it across to him by a 
page. 

Mr. Foster quoted a letter from the 
file written by Mr. Fraser, superinten- 
dent of lights, to the minister, in 
which he stated, after asking that an 
order be given for lire extinguishers: 
"As I mentioned to you the other day, 
Mr. Patten lias been a very good 
friend of the Liberal party and a lib- 
eral one.'' 

After some further discussion the 
matter was dropped. 

Tho House went into committee of 
supply at 11.30, and Mr. Pugsley stated 
that it was the intention of the gov- 
ernment to erect new barracks at 
Kingston. The money would be 
asked for in the supplementary esti- 
mates. 

The British Columbia legislature at 
a recent session passed an act to pro- 
vide for the creation of a court of ap- 
peal for the province. In conformity 
with this proposal, Hon. Mr. Ayles- 
worth tonight gave notice of a resolu- 
tion fixing the salary of the chief 



justice at $7,000 and the three asso- 
ciate judges at $0,000 each. 

Tho new civil service hill is to he 
taken up next week. 

Deputy Minister of Labor King has 
ccir.i.leted his report for presentation 
to he government on tho result of 
his mission to London regarding the 
restriction of Hindu Immigration to 
Canada. The report may be brought 
down in the Houso tomorrow.

Shows Ease of Money 

New York. May L — Easement of the 
monetary situation was sharply re- 
flected today in the sale of $18,000,000 
worth of municipal revenue bonds 
bearing interest at 3 3-4 per cent and 
extending for a term of six months. 
The bonds were sold to several bank- 
ing lirms. During the winter revenue 
bonds were sold by Comptroller Metis 
bearing interest at six per cent. The 
marked lowering of interest rate, 
banker.-, stated today, evidences in- 
creasing confidence in securities. The 
revenue bonds are issued in anticipa- 
tion of the taxes paid in October, and 
these bonds will be redeemed the first 
week in November.

Calcutta, May 4.— The police are in- 
vestigating the native plot revealed 
her.- yesterday to murder Europeans 
by means of bombs and the more they 
go into tlie matter the mere serious 
and widespread does it appear. 

Documents seized at the house, 
where the bombs and explosives were 
being manufactured reveal that it was 
part of tlie plot to kill Lord Kitchener, 
commander-in-chief of the British 
forces in India, and other high oliicials. 
The authorities believe they are facing 
an attempt at revolution. 

An examination of thirty prisoners 
arrested today confirms the gravity of 
the bomb conspiracy. Some of those 
in the hands of the police deny com- 
plicity in the affair, while others made 
startling admissions regarding the in- 
tentions of the organization against 
public officials and of actual attempts 
at the use of bombs, which however 
proved unsuccessful. One man said 
he traveled all over India in connec- 
tion with the movement, which he de- 
scribed as a great revolutionary cam- 
paign against the government. 

The prisoners were remanded.

— At 8 
o'clock this morning the death roll 
resultant from yesterday's New Avaliri 
hotel lire stood at eleven known dead, 
with several persons still unaccounted 
for. Just at daylight the body of a 
man was recovered from the ruins, 
the first to lie exhumed from the 
heaps of debris since Sunday even- 
ing. Tlie body was identified as that 
'of Charles Benjamin of Detroit. 

A revised list of dead follows: J. It. 
Miller, Sheboygan; J. F. Ellis, Isaac 
Marsch, Chicago; William Putcher, 
Duluth; B. C. Johnson, Panaills; Jo- 
seph W. Devln, Charles Benjamin, 
Detroit; R. E. Trilby, a Texas land 
owner. An unidentified woman sup- 
posed to have been Miss Mary Burkett, 
Mishit waka, Ind. Another unidentified 
body of a man. 

Chas. Burke, porter of the hotel, 
missing yesterday morning and 
thought to be among the dead, reap- 
peared today. Burke's story of the 
lire tends to disprove the theory that 
the tlames started from an overheated 
furnace in tlie basement. He says he 
saw the flames In the elevator shaft 
on the third iloor before lie knew tlie 
lire had been discovered from the 
office.

Edmonton, May 4.— There is a 
strong suspicion that incendiarism was 
committed i'i Brudorheim in the early 
morning hours of May 2. August 
Lcntz, who conducts a general store 
in that town, is in the city today in 
connection with a lire which complete- 
ly destroyed his store last Saturday 
morning. He cam d* to tho headquart- 
ers of the R. N. W. M. P. at Edmon- 
ton to lay Information against some 
suspected parties, but was informed 
that tills would have to be done at 
Fort Saskatchewan. He expects to go 
to the fort tonight and swear out a 
warrant against the suspected parties. 
Lentz was in Edmonton last Friday 
and on Saturday night he found his 
j store In ashes. After hearing all the 
circumstances connected with the af- 
fair he decided to lay Information 
against certain suspected parties on 
the charges of burning the store. 

Get ilnorenco of Pay. 

Moncton, N. B., May 4.— As a result 
of an interview with Ron. Mr. Graham 
and Mr. Butler in Ottawa, the Inter- 
colonial telegraph operators have been 
granted an increase of pay of ten per 
cent. 



Cartagena, Colombia, May 4. — Tho 
government of Colombia has reason 
to believe that the government of Pan- 
ama is intriguing with Venezuela to 
declare war upon this country. It is 
known that the occupation of Jurado, 
on tlie Atrato river, the boundary linn 
between Panama and Colombia, lias 
angered the Panama government. Tho 
occupation of Jurado was done on th» 
advice of the United States govern- 
ment, which held it. 

One of Secretary Taft's chief mis- 
sions to Panama is to try to adjust 
tlie matter. 

New Y'ork May 4. — Passengers who 
have just arrived In New York from 
Sevanilla, Colombia, bring news of tho 
presence of President Reyes at Santa 
Marta, a Colombian seaport on tho 
Goajira peninsula, over toward the 
Venezuelan frontier line. During tho 
absence of of General Reyes from Bo- 
gota, his brother-in-law, General 
Anguenlo, is acting as president. Gen- 
eral Reyes, presence at Santa Marta 
is said to be connected with the Jur- 
ado incident, tlie occupation of tho lit- 
tle town claimed by both Colombia 
and Panama, and recently occupierl 
by Colombian troops, the fact that 
Senor Restropo, the confidential agent 
of the Colombian gavhcnnoant to Car- 
acas, Venezuela, recently left that city 
after having failed to come to an 
understanding with President Castro 
with regard to tho boundary dlsputu 
between Colombia and Venzeucla, anil 
with tho approaching visit of Secre- 
tary Taft and Wm. Nelson Crom- 
well to the Isthmus Panama. . 

"The boundary disputes enter into tho 
situation that appears to be developing 
in the southern shore of the Caribbean. 

i Panama, according to the Colombians 
who come into port today, is seeking 
to despoil Colombia, of Which she was 

I a state before the successful revo- 
lution of 11)05 of certain territory along 
the Atrato river, which includes tho 
town of Jurado. Venezuela's claim, or 
rather demand, is that Colombo cedo 
her a material part of the Goajiran 
peninsula, as well as a certain area in 
the vicinity of Culula. Colombia in- 
sists that the present line stand. In 
as much as Senor Restrepo has left 
Caracas, there is no longer any diplo- 
matic intercourse between Venezuela 
and Colombia. 

Panama, on tlie other hand, it is de- 

| clared, desires to extend her territory 

' so as to include Jurudo. 

When Colombia heard of these as- 
pirations, she sent troops Into Jurado 
for the purpose of bringing the matter 
to an issue. Tlie passengers from Sa- 
vanilla corroborated tho statement 
cabled today from Panama that Co- 
lombo occupied Jurado on the advico 
of the American government, and this 
is taken as a clear indication that 
Washington will support Colombia, in 
the controversy. 

Panama, It is declared, would like to 
embroil Colombia with Venezuela on 
the eastern frontier, as such an out- 
come would give her a better chancn 
to force her claim for territorial ex- 
tension on the western frontier. Ven- 
ezuela and Colombia have fought ov- 
er this boundary lino hefore, anil 

, should the matter come again to con- 

i flict, a Venezuelan invasion might bo 
expected.

No cause is known for the act, as 
Mr. Flewelling- was apparently a man 
of quiet habits, The audit of tlie pro- 
vincial accounts was to have been be- 
gun tomorrow, anil Mr. Flewelling, kite 
today, asked tlie auditor, Mr. Dunlop, 
to postpone It for a day because of tho 
absence of the chief game commission- 
er of this city, 

The suicide left a letter addressed 
to Premier llazen, Which was handed 
to that gentleman In tlm legislature to- 
night. Ho opened it immediately and 
hastily left the House ami conferred 
with Governor Tweedlo and the cabi- 
net. None of tho gentlemen would re- 
veal tho contents of the letter. Mr, 
Flewelling had been an employee of 
tho government for over thirty years, 
anil was a son of the late Hon. W. P. 
Flewelling.

Alderman Gleason declared his by- 
law referred only to shop licenses, 
whereupon Alderman Cameron pointed 
out that there are no shop licenses as 
such, and Alderman Fullerton, on look- 
ing up the Revenue by-law, was un- 
able to find any mention of a "shop 
license." 

Alderman Cameron pointed out that 
tin- effect of the measure would be to 
close the licensed premises mentioned

Aid. Mable took occasion to object 
to clause t; in which Christmas das- 
is made one of the days lo which the 
bylaw would refer.

Not Like Sunday 

Aid. Gleason evplained that Christ- 
mas is •'gem-rally considered as a 
Sunday" but Aid. Hall strongly ob- 
jected to those who saw lit to regard 
Christmas day as a Sunday, forcing 
their views on others. For himself, 
he regarded that day as a holiday to 
be thoroughly enjoyed, and Aid. Hen- 
derson was Inclined to think that it 
would be quite easy for those who de- 
sired to hold dances on Christmas day 
to do so by stipulating lo give a small 
sum to som e charitable object for 
dances for a charitable purpose. 

Finally Aid. Gleason moved to have 
the clause stand, but Aid. Hall moved 
hi amendment to strike ou the words 
"Christmas day" and this was done, 
Aids. Fullerton, Gleason and Norman 
voting for the retention of tho words. 

on motion of Aid. Henderson the 
whole measure was then allowed to 
stand over tor a week. 

Another measure of Aid. Oleason, 
that, to Increase the license fees of ho- 
tels, saloons, wholesale and bottle li- 
censes, which was considered at the 
last meeting of tho council but held 
over because several of the aldermen 
objected that they had not had time 
to consider tho measure was slated to 
have boon considered last night but 
it did not como up and will probably 
bo considered next Monday night.

For nearly an hour the city council 
last night ballotted to illl tho posi- 
tion of market superintendent ren- 
dered vacant by thu re.<gnatlon of 
E. Johnson, who has occupied the po- 
sition for several years, uwing to ill- 
liealtli Mr. Johnson has been forced 
to resign, and applications for tho po- 
sition were called for. Eighteen ap- 
plications were received, and the 
council started out on what appeured 
an easy Job, to ballot. 

The hrst ballot eliminated all the 
applicants except William Ualby and 
Charles It. Thompson, they receiving 
the highest number of voles, but tho 
rules of the council require that some 
one applicant must receive a majority 
of the votes of the council and a sec- 
ond ballot was necessary to decide 
which of the two should secure tho 
position.

After the 
sixth ballot, Aid. Gleuson, who was 
anxious to bring up his bylaw lo 
regulate places of amusement, and who 
saw on the benches outside the rail a 
large number of those who supported 
the measure, suggested that the vote 
be allowed lo stand oyer until Friday 
wb.-n it could In- completed at the

In the moan- 
time City Solicitor Mason had been 
assiduously looking up the rules and 
announced that il did not appear that 
the council could do anything except 
settle the matter at one sitting. 

The eighth ballot was taken and tho 
ninth but the vote stood live all, with 
no honors for cither applicant. All 
this time the clock was going around 
and Aid. Gleason casting furtive glan- 
ces Hrst at the time-piece and then 
at the delegation. 

Finally Mayor Hall announced that 
the solicitor was quite sure that the 
matter had to be decided at that sif- 
ting even if it took up all the time 
and this announcement apparently in- 
duced one of the aldermen to desert 
his favorite. The tenth ballot resulted 
In a vote of six to four for Mr. Dalby, 
who accordingly gets the position. 

In deciding for the position of super-

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UNWISE TACTICS. 

The Times is very unwise in seeking 
to Introduce politics into the discus- 
sion of the water question. Last even- 
ing it said that the Bsqulmalt com- 
pany "has a devoted friend in the Mc- 
Bride government.' Such a statement 
Is absolutely without foundation. Very 
naturally, Mr. McBrlde, as a member 
i'or. Victoria it; the legislature, look- 
greater interest in the determination 
of this question than his colleagues. 
That he took the matter in hand is 
creatly to his credit. lie might have 
said that the matter was one between 
the municipality and a private cor- 
poration, and declined to interfere. If 
lie had dune so lie would not have been 
open tn censure.

There 
has bsen tne tullest, frankest and the 
upe.iest treatment possible of the 
whole question, and we submit that it 
1-- ftmlnsntly unfair and grossly unjust 
to reaort !nrmendo for tic purpose 
c: creating i." impression which the 
/a:ts do iiot warrant. Such tactics are 
extremely unwise, because they pre- 
vent the cititzens from forming an un- 
biased opinion of the case. The Col- 
onist placed before the citizens every- 
thing which was laid before the gov- 
ernment and asked its readers to de- 
cide for themselves if the conclusions 
reached by the government and the 
suggestion, which It had Itself made, 
Were not warranted by the facts. We 
presented the question' as a distinct 
business proposition, and it was as 
such that the Times seemed disposed 
to treat it at first.

MONTREAL HARBOR 

The Chairman of tho Montreal Har- 
bor Board says that tho city on tho 
St. Lawrence may be made the great- 
est shipping point on the continent of 
America, and that it is planned to 
deepen the St. Lawrence channel from 
31 feet to 40 feet. It is a far cry £rot» 
Victoria to Montreal, but wo beg to 
[ offer our congratulations to our big 
sister city upon such a roseate future 
and to express the hope that tho gov- 
ernment and parliament of tho Do- 
minion will not fall to do their full 
duty to enable the Chairman's antici- 
pations to be realized. The Canada 
that is to be will require the greatest 
shipping port on the Atlantic sea- 
board, and also the greatest on the 
Pacific. W'c shall have some things to 
say on the latter subject by and bye. 
Meanwhile Montreal lias the centre of 
the stage. 

The development of all the great 
arteries of traffic In Canada ought to 
be approached in no niggardly spirit, 
unci with an absence of parochialism. 
When Nature made the St. Lawrence, 
stretching with Its great lake system 
Into the very heart of the Continent, 

she was planning on a large scale, north which neither China nor Jul 

Will bo willing to admit. Indeed the 



heart of a huge province now restored 
to China, presents a difficult and deli- 
cate problem, of which we have by no 
means heard tho last. 

Mr. B. L. Putnam Heale, speaking 
of what he calls "the wonderful city of 
Harbin," says it is best to approach 
it at night, for he says: "The endless 
lights signalling to one another across 
many square miles of conquered 
plain, signal yet more Insistently to 
dive that theme in a message that is 
worth some understanding. For a 
great city lies before you; a city which 
only nine years old, (Heale wrote In 
1907), and yet built with the fashion- 
ableness of Europe; a city misunder- 
standing tho real East, although 
geographically its slave; a veritable 
enigma among cities." He tells ua 
that tho war has converted Harbin 
into the most populous European city 
In Asia, "a city having at the latest 
computation 80.000 Russian inhabi- 
tants." Immense buildings, broad 
streets and great squares are tho 
characteristics of the place, nnd the 
railway trackage Is greater than at 
any city In Europe. It was In 1S97, ho 
tells us. thai "two Russian pioneers 
rode Into the place and camped on 
the bare veldt." This city stands in 
a fertile plain, capable of becoming 
one of the greatest grain-producing 
regions In the world, and the forest 
resources lying in the region drained 
by the Sungarl and its tributaries aro 



enormous. 

In the south Japan is asserting 
claims which are absolutely incon- 
sistent with Chinese sovereignly, being 
nothing less than the right to carry 
the mails. This might be adjusted by

A MISSING LINK 

The Grand Irunk Pacific will be 
completed from Winnipeg to Edmon- 
ton this fall, unless all calculations 
are in error. The company's line from 
Fort William to Lake Superior Junc- 
tion will also be completed, or can be 
completed In time to carry out grain 
this fall, If there is any object In fin- 
ishing It. Whether or not there Is any 
object in getting it ready will depend 
upon the probability of the section be- 
tween Winnipeg and Lake Superior 
Junction, under construction by trie 
government, being completed this 
year. This section is 215 miles long. 
It is, of course, very much more diffi- 
cult than the prairie section built by 
the company, but probably not more 
difficult than the 205 miles which the 
company has built from Fort William 
to Lake Superior Junction. It Is fall- 
to say that the contractor for the gov- 
ernment section has had a hard time 
of it. Labor has been scarce, and the 
difficulties surrounding his work have 
been great. But what the public will 
learn with regret is that this link of 
245 miles will be Incomplete when the 
company's parts of the line are ready 
for the transportation of grain. It 
will occur to most people that the gov- 
ernment, knowing how the company 
was pushing forward Its work, and 
knowing also how greatly the prairie 
country needs a new outlet for its 
wheat, would have discovered some 
means whereby this 245 miles could 
have been got ready In time for thld 
fall's business. The resources of the 
government must bo greater than those 
of the company, and one would sup- 
pose that, as the prime reason for the 
construction of the line from Winn-i- j 
peg eastward was to provide an out- 
let for the grain, the government would 
not have lagged behind the company.

(Inly fear of being regarded as saorl 
legious restrains the Colonist from ven 
turing some remarks about golf. Golf 
we have been assured Is not a game. 
It. Is a cult, a mystery, a religion — at 
least there are some people who go 
out to tho links at the time when they 
are presumed to go to church. There 
was once a preacher of whom it was 
said that he went Into the profession 
so as to be at liberty to Indulge his 
passion for strong language. Porish 
tho thought that this can be true, or 
that any man ever played golf for that 
reason, but the Insinuation shows an- 
other reason for regarding golf as a 
serious thing. If we may Judge from 
u somewhat limited experience, golf 
has a language of its own. Its devotees 
"Bpeak with tongues," that Is they say 
things that are unintelligible to the 
uninitiated, and it Is told of a certain 
gentleman of the cloth, Who shall be 
nameless, that there are times when 
his silence on the links Is more elo- 
Qucnt than he can cv er hope to be In 
the pulpit. In view of theso things we 
forbcar'mnklng the observations which 
otherwise would seem appropriate. In- 
stead of doing so we bid the golfers 
welcome. They cannot all go homo 
champions, but they ought to ail go 
home happy. They are participating 
In an excellent pastime, it takes peo- 
ple out of doors. It affords wholesome 
exercise. It is a million times better 
than tho card table. It ought to de- 
voIoq sound manhood end womanhood, 
for It calls for the exerslse of good 
Judgment and much skill. It helps com- 
radeship, and. If the truth must be told, 
it has on a verv few occasions, and 
in foreign lands of course, been under- 
stood that a little god with bow and 
arrows has followed a youth and maid- 
en round the course and made the besl 
score of the dav 

Now that these observations may 
not be wholly valueless to the good 
people who will be driving the little 
sphere with their drivers, or putting 
it with their putters, or lifting it with 
their lotters or doing things like that 
during the next few days at the Oak 
Bav Links, wo subjoin some observa- 



den, said that the delay on the part 
of the government wa-s very vexatious 
to the company.

MANCHURIA. 



Recently we devoted some attention ! 
to the problem created In Manchuria 
by the friction between the Japanese 
and Chinese. Recent correspondence 
of the London Times shows that we 
did not overstate the gravity of the 
situation. The London paper's cor- 
respondent at Pekin says; "China's 
sovereignty in Manchuria is being 
ground small between the millstones 
of Russian ascendency on the north 
and Japanese ascendency on the 
south." The Times thinks that the 
•.growing Importance of the city of 
Kharbln, on the Sungari river Is likely 
,o create International difficulty. We 



Kharbln is the most extraordinary 
city in Asia. Eleven years ago its 
site was a desolate plain. Now It con- 
tains more Europeans than any city 
In the Asiatic continent. It stands on 
the banks .of a magnificent waterway. 
It Is the centre of a vast tract that 
will some day become one of the great 
corn-producing areas of the world. Its 
possibilities of development are spa- 
cious, and though the war affected its 
feverish and somewhat unreal pros- 
perity, Its steady growth Is probably 
assured. The swift rise of this 
straggling, unkempt city, with its 
swarm of European inhabitants, and 
Its converging railways under Euro- 
pean control and -protection, in the 



The day of the short driver Is ov- 
er, unless, indeed, his putting Is some- 
thing superhuman; and we have all 
got to try to drive aa far as we can 
Nothing has been so noticeable In the 
golf of the last few years as the great 
increase In the length of driving. There 
is an Interesting piece of evidence of 
it to be found at Hoylalto at the fif- 
teenth hole, where Is a certain spot 
called "Johnny Hall's gap," so named 
because that celebrated golfer alone 
had sufficient length to taka a par- 
ticular lie to the hole Before evei 
the rubber-cored hall came In to 
shorten lloylake, very moderate drlv- 
had begun to take the line which 
had once only been dared by the cham- 
pion; and, now, nobody thinks any- 
thing of it. Increased competition has 
forced every one to hit harder and fur- 
ther than they themselves Imagined 
they could. What Is the secret bv 
which we may drive that extra fif- 
teen or twenty yards, which are so in- 
valuable? Well, In the first place, 
Braid wants us all to stand further 
from the ball and to be very careful 
to twist our bodies. Just as in our 
childhood we learnt lo say grace and 
fold up our napkin after meals, so 
In our golfing childhood we were all 
taught to pivot elaborately from the 
hips. Unfortunately, however, men 
lose these admirable habits; they, rise 
hastily from lunch with grace unsaid 
and napkin unfolded; and In the some 
way at golf, forgetting their early 
lessons, they rise hastily on their toes 
and hit at the ball without giving their 
shoulders time to turn. Thereby, ns 
Braid points out, they lose length nnd 
also a great part of the physical 
pleasure of hitting; and one of our 
first steps in the searching after 
length must be carefully to revise the 
i twisting of our bodies. After this 
Braid's great point Is the timing ol 
the stroke It Is only In recent year* 
that It mas become the fashion to talk 
of timing a stroke at golf, although 
the expression has long boon common- 
place In regard to games played with 
a moving ball. Nowadays, when our 
shot goes an inadequate distance and 



gives us an unsatisfactory feeling, we 
say we mistimed it: and a few years 
ago we should have given a more de- 
tailed and less Intelligible excuse 
Perfect timing Is such an elusive and 
lnlangiblo thing that a teacher might 
almost despair of helping any one to 
acquire It. Braid, however, makes the 
best attempt at a solution of the dif- 
ficulty that we remember to have 
seen. Everything, arms, wrists, and 
body, ho tells us. are to be in the high- 
est possible state of tension at the ton 
of the swing. The golfer is to regard 
himself as a dangerous explosive, and 
la "to bo handled very carefully and 
kept severely in check until tho mo- 
ment arrives for tho damage to be 
done— that is, when the club comes on 
to the ball."

Mr. Henderson, commissioner of the 
Yukon, who has Just reached Vancou- 
ver on n brief visit, brings a very 
cheery report of conditions In the fa- 
mous northern mining district. The 
season's gold output promises to be 
large. The Guggenhelms will oper- 
ate a number of dredges and will pro- 
bably commence hydraullcing during 
the summer, and prospectors and In- 
dividual owners .are very active. Few 
great mining camps have ever better 
lived up to their reputation than the 
Klondike, which— while of course the 
boom daj'd have passed — hi s never 
suffered from any serious depression. 
And wo have some confidence that It 
has not yet seen its best days. In 
the opinion of those most competent 
to express an opinion on the subject, 
there are vast deposits of the precious 
metal yet undiscovered.

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NOTE AND COMMENT 



It is decidedly Interesting and not 
a little amusing to observe the com- 
plete unanimity which now obtains 
anions the press of Canada In respect 
to the practicability oC the "All-Red" 
Imperial fast steamship project.' A 
few months ago it was quite the 
fashion to deride the scheme as a mere 
dream, but now that its early con- 
summation seems assurred those critics 
who took the former attitude are dis- 
playing some concern to "set in tho 
.band wagon." It is to be noted also 
that there Is general agreement that 
the C.P.R. ought to bo given an op- 
portunity to furnish the improved ser- 
vice which will be required in order 
to earn tho subsidies which will bo 
forthcoming from the various govern- 
ments. In a recent Issue tdie Mon- 
treal Witness said': 

Sir Thomas Shaughnessy's state- 
ment in London that the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway company is ready, if the 
British and Canadian governments 
offered sufficient inducement, to pro- 
vide an All-Red route, confirms what 
was first announced in the Witness 
'some months ago. Such an enter- 
prise would realize the ideal of Sir 
William Van Horno to put a Canadian 
Pacific railway girdle around tho 
world. To those who remember tho 
time when that road was first pro- 
jected, it.i present development appears 
almost miraculous, as it certainly Is 
marvelous. Lord Strathcona lias 
never wavered in his belief in the 
feasibility and success of an All-Red 
route. lie is one of those Who arc 
accustomed to look far into the future 
with prophetic eyes, for he has lived 
long in solitudes and has seen Mon- 
treal develop to what it is out of a 
.little town with narrow lanes, anil 
later the Canadian West, which but 
forty years ago was inhabited only by 
Indians and buffaloes, become a land 
Jlowing with plenty and splendid in 
its progress in all that goes to make 
a country great and prosperous. Na- 
turally, ho now looks further beyond 
and it is In the line of sequence that 
tlie great company ho had a chief hand 
}n forming should take hold of an 
■ enterprise which will tend to knit the 
outlying colonies more closely to- 
gether and make the Dominion in 
reality what it has been well named, 
.the right arm of the Empire. Tho 
company would assume the All-Red 
route as a business enterprise, and 
judging from it-* proved capacity, 
there is no other concern mare likely 
to niako it succeessful. 

Some of the Ottawa press corres- 
pondents are indulging in some inter- 
esting speculations as In what form 
the new Civil Service bill will take. 
The representative /at the capital of 
the Toronto Mail and Empire makes 
this guess: 

Ottawa. April 127. — The new Civil 
Service bill, it Is said, will ho based 
largely on the British system, and will 
["obviate as far :is possible tho evils of 
*the patronage system complained of 
".in- tho report ot.tlie Civil Servici "com- 
mission. It Id probable that a Civil 
Service board will be established, in- 
dependent of all partisanship, to super- 
vise all appointments and promotions. 
The minister and deputy minister of 
each department will exercise a larger 
authority than at present, in the ma- 
ter of appointing and promoting offi- 
cials. Their recommendations will 
then go to the Civil Service Board, 
who will pass upon them. 

An enterprising Lancashire cotton 
manufacturer the other day experi- 
mented on ills own account as to tho 
practicability of the proposed Old Ago 
Pension scheme, and tho result 1« suf- 
ficiently startling. It is shown that 
if the government embarks upon such 
a project, it will cost the country no 
less than X 20,000,000 per annum. 

London, April 2G. — Alfred Butter- 
Worth, a Lancashire cotton manufac- 
turer, made a practical test of the cost 
of old age pensions during Easter 
week by giving live shillings to every- 
one over G5 In Oldham and Chaddor- 
ton, tho population of which is 170,000. 
The cost of the week's pensions, as 
tested by Mr. Buttenvorth, was £1,550. 
Taking the population of the United 
Kingdom at 44,000,000, Mr. Iluttor- 
worth estimates that the annual cost 
'■of a national old ago pension would be | 
,L 20,S52,000, assuming that the two 
towns named give the average num- 
ber of recipients. Mr. Butterworth | 
points out that about 4,000 rich peo- 
ple die annually with fortunes aggre- 
gating .0 200,000,000. 

Tho broader significance of the Man- 
chester election, in which Mr. Win- 
ston Churchill, the enfant terrible of 
British politics, has received so sharp 
a rebuff, is described by the English 
press of both parties as epoch-making. 
Mr. Churchill persistently kept the 
free trade issue to the front. In his 
election address he began: 

"Gentlemen, — Two years aid you re- 
turned me to the House of Commons 
by an Impressive majority on behalf 
of Liberalism and tree trade. Since 
then I have endeavored to serve your 
interests and your cause. I have lost 
no opportunity, in or oui of parlia- 
ment, of disputing the path of those 
who seek to reverse the free trade 
basis of our commercial system and 
to erect, In one form of another, un- 
der one pretext or another, a prefer- 
ential, retaliatory or protective tariff. 
Believing as I do that taxation should 
be levied for revenue only, and that 
other fiscal objective.'; are Illusory, 
Wasteful and vicious, it is my inten- 
tion to resist all attempts to establish 
in this country a general tariff against 
foreign manufactured articles, that 
policy of chronic tariff wars called 
retaliation, and, above nil, the prefer- 
ential and protective taxation of broad 
and meat for tho profit of private in- 
terests hc-e or In the colonics. The 
two years Hint have passed have been 
the best two years of trade that 
Manchester has over known. It is one 
of nature's revenges upon those w.ho 
sock to violate economic harmonies 
that the very period which has been 
predicted for our downfall and disas- 
ter should have witnessed tho most 
surprising manifestation of our in- 
dustrial productivity."

-Mr. Winston Churchill's new official 
designation will probably be .Minister 
of Commerce. The board of trade in 
its present constitution has become a 
strange anachronism. The president! 
(says the London Daily Chronicle) is I 
the head of a board that never meets. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury, for 
Instance, is a member of tie board of 
trade, but no one ever heard of ills 
grace being summoned to a meeting 
of that body. Recently the Chambers I 
of Commerc throughout the country! 
have been urgently pressing on tho 
government that they should create a 
now department presided over by a 
minister of commerce, and In this form 
no doubt the modernized board of 
trade will emerge. 

Prince Bulow has surpassed his 
great predecessor in that he has had 
an audience of tin- pope — an honor 
which never fell to the author of tho 
Kulturkampt. Far from receiving Bis- 
marck at the Vatican, Pio Nono hoped, 
hi one of his encyclicals, "that a stone 
•would yet come rolling dovvn the.lilil 
of Zion to' bruise tho foot of the Im- 
perial Colossus": whereupon the Ger- 
man representative at tho Holy See 
was promptly withdrawn, and has 
never yet been replaced, all business 
between Papal Rome and Berlin being 
done by the Prussian envoy to tho 
Vatican. But after Leo XIII. had acted 
as arbitrator In the Caroline Islands 
dispute between Spain and Germany 
the Pope was addressed as "Sire" by 
Bismarck, who thereby acknowledged 
his sovereign stains. 



Twenty years ago Matthew Arnold 
died with tragic suddenness at Liver- 
pool. The statement that he died 
through running to catch a tramear, 
though it finds a place in Mr. Herbert 
Paul's booh- in the "English Men of 
Letters" series, is (says tho Pall Mall 
Gazette) Incorrect. The real circum- 
stances are particularly touching. The 
great author bad arrived in Liverpool 
in the expectation of meeting his 
dtiughter, who was voyaging from Am- 
erica. On tie- evening of 'his arrival 
he was in the exuberant spirits which 
were characteristic of him. and. while 
walking with his brother-in-law, 
whoso guest he was. be leapt over a 
low fence with tho playfulness of a 
boy, notwithstanding his slxty-flvo 
years. No HI effects follow,.,! imme- 
diately, though it was known that his 
heart was affected, and Sir Andrew 
Clark had warned him against any 
sudden exertion. lie was still appar- 
ently in undiminished health anil 
spirits on the following day, Sunday, 
and attended service, but while walk- 
ing with bis wife after luncheon lie 
suddenly !', II forward and died a few 
minutes bit, r. The arrlva lint he 
course of the day of the beloved 
daughter lent tho last touch of pathos 
to the melancholy , \ ent. Lord Uea- 
consfield, in tie- course of a long talk 
with Arnold, told him that ho was 
"the only living Englishman who had 
become a classic in hi- own lifetime." 
Narrating this In a letter to his sUter. 
Arnold wrote: '"I'll,- fact is that 
what I have done in establishing a 
number of current phrases, such as 
Philistinism, Sweetness and Light, and 
nil that is just the thing to strike 
him." 'if the several words and 
phrases which Arnold may be said to 
have given to the language "Philistin- 
ism" has obtained perhaps the widest 
currency Though its author levelled 
it, as a term lor "something particu- 
larly stiff-necked and preverse in the 
resistance to light and its children," 
at the great middle class of English 
society. It has been adopted into tho 
language as a name for a typo of mind 
rather than a social class. That most 
famous of Arnold's phrases "Sweetness 
and Light," he avowedly adopter] from 
Swift, who, however, use,] It as relat- 
ing to bees, because they make honey 
and wax. Arnold transferred it to 
the operation of culture In making 
love and truth prevail.

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London Morning Post. — Newfound- 
land, it may be noted, enjoys Homo 
Rule precisely of the kind demanded 
by the Irish Nationalists. She uses 
that privilege to pursue a foreign pol- 
icy which, however reasonable from 
her Insular standpoint, ignores the pre- 
dominant partner in British North 
America. Pleasing as may be the sen- 
sation of independence, its exercise is 
not only embarrasing to the empire, 
but also, because the colony is small 
and weak, impotent to achieve Its aims. 
As a province of the .Dominion she 
would have tho hearty support of Ot- 
tawa for her assertion of British rights 
in British waters. A telegram publish- 
ed this morning conveys the welcome 
news that the American Senate has 
ratified the Canadian fisheries treaty 
covering the inland waters. The Brit- 
ish Ambassador and his Canadian ad- 
visers are heartily to bo congratulated. 
Hut as a separate colony socking com- 
mercial reciprocity with a foreign coun- 
try Newfoundland is left by Sir "W. 
Laurier to fight her own buttle, and so 
to realize in bitterness the folly of the 
complete Home Rule which is the am- 
bition of some Irishmen and the night- 
mare of others. All round the empire 
tin- tendency is away from provincial 
Home Rule and towards national uni- 
fication. In Australia a vigorous move- 
ment is on foot to substitute a single 
Parliament for the seven Parliaments, 
with its responsible Executive, in South 
Africa Mr. Merlman, the Liberal Pre- 
mier of Cape Colony, is strenuously ad- 
vocating a precisely similar reproduc- 
tion of tho United Kingdom. Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier himself, when creating 
two new provinces in the West of Can- 
ada, gave them much less of Homo 
Rule than their older peers retain. To- 
day Mie instinct of the empire is there- 
fore in favor of Unionism and against 
the reactionary object of the Irish agi- 
tation. Hut which of the united king- 
doms, unsupported by tho rest, can 
hope to provide the means of social 
progress without jeopardising the na- 
tional security V 

London Standard.— Lord Rosebery'n 
suggestion that a conference on the 
education question should be held be- 
tween representative Churchmen and 
Nonconformists may well engage the 
minds of practical politicians during 
the Raster recess. The proposal is gen- 
erally approved by the Anglican bish- 
ops and warmly supported by the lead- 
ing divines in the Free Churches. No 
better opportunity could be desired 
than the present. Mr. Ascjulth has sig- 
nified his anxlousness lor compromise 
by removing .Mr. M'Kenna from the 
Board of Education and replacing him 
with a colleague not pledged to violent 
courses. His action was perhaps in- 
spired by Mr. Lloyd-George, once the 
most fiery propagandist of compulsory 
undenominational teaching. A zealot 
he was am! a zealot he remains, but 
he is also a man of affairs, and under- 
stands that better than nothing is half 
a loaf, especially of another man's 
bread. In the controversy which has 
been suspended then; is an unrivalled 
opportunity for conciliatory statecraft,

London Daily .Mail. — At this season 
of holiday and pleasure making it may 
cause pain to draw attention to the un- 
satisfactory slate of affairs in the 
North. It Is no exaggeration to say 
that, the shipbuilding industry on the 
East Coast is on the verge of a col- 
lapse. To cope with such a situation 
an enormous expenditure on special re- 
lief f,,r tin- unemployed will be requir- 
ed or some change In Government pol- 
icy. It is apparently hopeless so long 
as the present Administration is in 
power to look for llscal reform which 
would give I be laboring Englishman 
greater security, though tho savings al- 
leged lo be effected by free trade cost 
all classes very dear when poor rates 
and taxes and trade union levies for un- 
employed are considered as they should 
be. A secoml remedy is to give out fur- 
ther orders for British warships. It is 
admitted by all naval authorities that 
a large shipbuilding programme w ill be 
lie,', led lo maintain tin' ascendancy of 
the British navy next year. Has Man- 
chester reflected on the statement of a 
Radical Journal — "Lancashire could be 
beggared in a few weeks of interrupted 
commerce, and the Admiralty admits 
that it could not guarantee the safety 
of commerce in the early weeks of a 
war'.'" 

London Morning Post. — The Social 
Democratic Federation is very anxious 
to be taken seriously.

HERE AND THERE 

It would be difficult to overrate the 
importance of the work the normal 
schools of Canada are doing. There, 
tho teachers of the country receive the 
special training which is to fit them 
for their work. The majority of the 
young men and women, who enter the 
training schools are in earnest. They 
are Intelligent and impressionable. 

Prom the teachers to whose Instruc- 
tion they listen and from the books 
they read in the normal school they 
form their Ideals of what a teacher 
should be. There they learn some- 
thing of child nature and how best to 
impart the knowledge they possess. 

It is riuite true, that the greatest 
teachers, like poets and painters aro 
born, not made. But genius Is rare 
and In these days when the schoolmas- 
ter Cand still more, the schoolmistress) 
is, abroad In the land many must en- 
gage in the work who are not specially 
fitted for it by nature. It U to such 
students that the normal school Is 
specially valuable. They learn there 
what mistakes they are likely to fall 
into and how to avoid them. If they 
are at all In earnest they can scarcely 
leave the training school without dis- 
covering whether or not they are fit- 
ted to ue teachers. 

The finest normal school in Caigada, 
so far at least as regards size and 
equipment, Is that which forms part 
of the Macdonald college at St. Anne 
do Bellevue near Montreal. The stu- 
dents at that institution were recently 
addressed by Professor Locke of tho 
faculty of McGIll university on "The 
Education of a People." 

In the course of his remarks Pro- 
fessor Locke said that in the schools 
of the country a national ideal should 
be developed which would be greater 
II than the sum total of individual ideals. 
It is such an ideal that Canada 
needs. The young people of the coun- 
try want to have in their minds a 
clear vision of what is best and high- 
est in life. The teacher who can 
show the boy or girl how to become 
a good citizen and a worthy member 
of society, Is doing the best service 
to the state. If through the length 
and breadth of Canada teachers In the 
country places and in the cities were 
engaged in this work the future of 
our country would be assured. That 
every lesson given in school should 
have that aim in view, should never 
be forgotten by those who direct the 
education of the youth of the country. 
Canada needs good mechanics, good 
mathematicians, and good linguists, 
out most of all she needs good men 
and women.

What a beautiful thing cheerfulness I 
is!

HOUSEHOLD HINTS 

A Good Whitewash 

A durable whitewash that will give 
good satisfaction as a disinfectant as 
well as making outhouses look smart , 
and clean may be made as follows: I 
Put half a bushel " f unslaked lime in 
a good water tight barrel and slako j 
by pouring In enough hot water to 
cover- the lime to the depth of five \ 
Jtaches, Stir thoroughly until the ' 
lime Is slaked and then add t wo J 
pounds of sulphate of zinc and two 
pounds of stilt previously dissolved in i 
warm water. The latter will prayer j 
tho lime from peeling off, If for ttsn j 
In chicken coops or outhouses add half i 
an ounce of carbolic acid, Tho wash I 
may bo colored by adding u littlci 



yellow ochre, Paris green, Venetian 
red, or any suitable dry color got from 
.the paint or hardware man. It is 
not generally known that whitewash i.3 
a good protection against tire. 

Fire Extinguisher 

A good home made fire extinguisher 
can be made by dissolving baking 
soda In water and keeping a large 
bottle or jar of the solution handy In 
the kitchen. It Is much more effective 
than many times the quantity of or- 
dinary water, us may be discovered 
by simple experiment. The baking 
soda and water will be found g >od In 
summer for other things than extin- 
guishing tires. Speaking of fires, a 
round stick will give out more heat 
than a split one if dry and o. green 
stick than a dry one if the conditions 
of burning are good. 

If you wish flower cuttings to bloom 
while the plants are small, put them 
In small crocks. As soon as the 
crocks are filled with roots they be- 
gin blooming, especially geraniums. 

To clean a slimy sponge procure a; 
quarter of an ounce of salts of lemon,' 
put it into a quart of hot water, steep 
the sponge' in it. When it is clean 
rinse well. Tills quantity will clean a 
large sponge. 

When a house has been closed for 
some time, brass taps and door han- 
dles are apt to become considerably 
tarnished. One of the best methods 
of removing the tarnish is that of 
dipping the end of a cloth in oil and 
then in finely powdered rotten stone, 
rubbing this over the brass work until 
a polish is gainec'. \. 

An economical use for staie bread 
is to cut It into thin slices, which are 
buttered and placed in a pie dish. 
Sprinkle a few well-washed currants 
between the layers. Six eggs beaten 
into om quart of milk, with sugar 
and flavoring, nutmeg or cinnamon, 
arc then poured over the slices. Bake 
for about an hour and ten minutes and 
send to table In the dish In which it 
was baked.

When baking a cake, if you have 
forgotten the flavoring, put a few 
drops on the layer, cover it with a pan 
and place in the oven. It will pen- 
etrate the cake and the flavor will 
be evenly distributed through the 
same as If baked In it. 

Tan leather bags may be cleaned 
by rubbing on a thick lather of a pure, 
white soap. Apply 'with a sponge, 
rub hard and let lather remain on 
leather for a few minutes to soften 
grease. Rub dry with a clean piece 
of flannel. To avoid staining use no 
mere water than is necessary to make 
the lather. 

In houseeleanlng limes it is often 
difficult to handle mattresses and get 
them out into the open air for a thor- 
ough beating. One houaekeper has 
overcome tills clumsiness by sewing 
strips of canvas belting, about six 
inches long, to each side of the mat- 
tresses to serve as handles. With 
these two women can carry the heavi- 
est mattress with comparative ease. 

Many housekeepers have trouble 
with keeping airtight anything that is 
put up in jars. If. however, after a 
bottle or jar is corked it is sealed 
with a mixture of beeswax anil rosin 
there Is no danger of air getting at it. 
To make this sealing mixture put two 
ounces of yellow beeswax and four 
ounces of rosin in a small tin can. 
which Is then set in a larger pan of 
hoi water. Stir constantly until the 
wax and rosin are well blended. Ap- 
ply while still liquid to the outside of 
the corked jar or bottle.

Have 
ready a sweet jelly which you have 
melted over a tire or rise some fresh 
fruit Juice, strained and flavored. Hour 
this over the custard molds as a sauce 
and serve cold.

WATER LOW IN THE SKEENA 

Port Simpson Has Reached 
Kitsilas and Will Probably 
Get to Hazelton 



The steamer Vadso, of the Bosoowltz 
Steamship company, which reached 
port un Sunday from Naas and way 
liorts of the northern British Columbia 
coast, was hauled mil on 1 1 1 • ■ ways of 
the Victoria Machinery depot on Sun- 
day tu be repaired In consequence o£ 
striking a rock, hitherto unknown, in 
Schooner Passage, Klvor'.< Inlet, on 
her way north. The Vadso was deeply 
loaded, having an unusually large cur- 
go, consisting mostly of cannery sup- 
plies and had about 80 passengers, 
mostly Chinese cannery workers, on 
board, when she struck with a hard 
hump am] remained fast. The tide 
was. low and tin- steamer was pro- 
ceeding under a slow boll on account of 
being so detplj loaded. There was 
no excitement. 

After tile Impact, the bow hung up- 
on the ruck for nearly an hour. Heat- 
ing off, without apparent injury, with 
the rising, tide. Examination showed 
that the vessel was not making water 
and sin- continued on her voyage. On 
the return to Victoria the steamer was 
placed on the ways of the Victoria 
Machinery depot and examination 
showed that the injuries sustained 
were mostly tu the forefoot of the 
vessel. The keel was bent near the 
forefoot and there were two dents in 
the garboard strake. The work of 
repairs will occupy until tomorrow 
afternoon and the steamer will bo 
ready to sail again for Naas, Prince 
Rupert and way ports on her schedule 
time, tomorrow night at 10 p.m. 

News was brought by the steamer 
Vadso from the north that the water 
In the Skeena river is lower than 
usual this season and a poor season 
Is anticipated. After several stop- 
pages at riffles owing to the lowness 
of the water, the steamer Hazelton,, 
tho lirst of the river fleet to start 
service, had reached Copper river, the 
main construction camp of the Grand 
Trunk Paelllc railroad constructors be- 
fore the Vadso left Port Essing-fun on 
Thursday last, and the steamer Port 
Simpson, which had arrived two days 
previous from Victoria, was being 
made ready for her lirst trip up the 
river, being expected to leave on Sat- 
urday. 

A telegram from Kltslas reports tho 
arrival there of the steamer Port 
Simpson on Sunday night with 100 
passengers and HO tons of freight. It 
Was expected the steamer would be 
able to get up river to Hazelton. The 
telegram states that heavy rains have 
occurred with the result that the river 
rose 8 inches on Sunday, and a further 
rise was expected. 

There was little snow on the moun- 
tains and tho expectations were that 
the water In the Skeena would be un- 
usually low till:; year, making the sea- 
son uf navigation a brief one. There 
wili be a bigger movement of freight 
than during any precious season, If 
the steamers can accommodate It. It 
Is foaredi though, that with the low 
water til" river steamers will not lie 
able to accommodate more than a por- 
tion of the freight offering. 

There was a large number of idle 
men at Prince Rupert when the Vadso 
palled there, but they seemed cheer- 
ful, mostly willing to wait for the 
commencement of construction work 
on the Grand Trunk Pacific railroad, 
the work: which had attracted them 
north Many new camps were seen 
on the Skeena, a large one having 
been formed opposite Port Essington 
since the last trip of the Vadso.

KI LLED AT IQUIQUE 

Kosmos Liner Brings Report of the 
Heavy Toll of Lifo in Recent 
Fl ioting 



That the number of persons killed 
by Chilean troops (luring the riots at 
Iqulque In- January was al»mt B00 is 
Information brought by Capt. C. KraeTt 
of the German steamer Abessinia, now 
at Tacoma. When the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can liner called at Iqulque early in 
March the town was quiet and peace- 
ful but the January disturbances were 
still the main topic of conversation. 

Capt. Krueft stales that the Abes- 
Rllibi had a large amount of cargo for 
Chilean and Peruvian ports and there- 
fore ho did not have much opportunity 
to learn how serious was the business 
depression along the west coast. How- 
aver, when at Iqulque tile ' 'Idle an dol- 
lar was worth only R>i pine.., while 
its standard value Is IS pence. The 
captain confirms previous reports that 
the depreciation of Chilean money was 
the prima cause of the uprising. The 
laboring classes were receiving the same 
wages but, owing to tin. decline of 
money, their earnings purchased less 
than half. Consequently there was 
much discontent and not a little suf- 
fering among the poorer classes. 

Naturally tills depreciation of cur- 
rency has affected nil business in Chile. 
Capt. Krueft states that on account of 
extremely low freight nitrate ship- 
ments have dropped off and many ves- 
sels were leaving in ballast fur Aus- 
tralia. In Peru the currency was par 
value and business was not depressed 
except In so far as It had been af- 
fected by the general commercial dull- 
ness over the world.

"The Indians of the Cowichan dis- 
trict 'have died in large numbers dur- 
ing tho past winter from the ravages 
of the white plague," said W. R. Rob- 
ertson, Indian agent at Duncans. "Of 
the fatalities among the natives of that 
section by fur the largest percentage 
had been attlicted with tubercular 
trouble. While the death rate had 
been heavy among members of the 
tribes living on the reserves of Cowi- 
chan It was a remarkable fact that 
tln re had been comparatively little ill- 
ness among the Comox Indians. As a 
rule the latter enjoyed the poorest 
health, and for years the numerical 
strength of the band had been de- 
creasing to a" alarming extent."

Vancouver, May -1. — Two Immense 
sawmills, to oust about i?Tn0,000, and 
with an initial joint capacity of about 
.'100,000 feet every ten hours, will be 
erected next year In British Columbia 
by M. J. Scaulon. of Minneapolis, Minn, 
the leading principal of the Scanlon- 
Brook.-i Lumber Co., owning big plants 
in Minnesota, the southern states and 
the British Bahamas. One will he lo- 
cated un Harrison lake, about fifty 
miles east of Vancouver, and the- site 
of the other will be at Vancouver or 
X e w Westminster. 

This was the announcement niadu to- 
day by Mr. .Scanlon. who with' his 
partner, s. o. Brooks, of Scarildii, 
Minn., has just returned from an in- 
spection trip lo the- Harrison lake 
country. In that district, Including 
the Llllooet and Cbehulis rivers, they 
already own 100 squure miles of tim- 
ber limits. A deal fen- the purchase 
of about forty-one additional timber 
berths In the same region, and involv- 
ing between four and five hundred 
thousand dollars, is pending. These 
vast ureas tire now being cruised b> 
their experts. The up-country mill 
will be employed sawing for the do- 
mestic market, while the proposed 
coast plant will cater exclusively tu 
the export trade. The lugs to supply 
the last-named plant will be floated 
down the 1-Vaser river. 

Xext to Mr. Weyerhausor, the fa- 
mous American timber operator. .Air. 
Scanlon is the most extensive owner 
of timber berths In the United States. 
He stated today that tho logs will be 
sorted in the Harrison river, and the 
classes best adapted for export use will 
be utilized at the coast mill. He is 
an enthusiastic about tho great future 
before the British Columbia lumber in- 
dustry, and predicted that the next 
Congress will place foreign manufac- 
tured lumber on the free list.

Forceful Address By Rev, Dr. 
Eaton at A, 0. U, W, Hall 
Last Evening 




A large attended rally of the Bap- 
tist congregations of Victoria was held 
last evening at tho A.O.C.W. hull, tho 
occasion being the tendering of a ro- 
ceptlon to Rev. Dr. Eaton, pastor of 
one of the most prominent churches 
of Cleveland, Ohio, which is patroniz- 
ed and supported by John D. Rockefel- 
ler, and to Rev. \V. T. Staekhouse, 
superintendent of Baptist missions, In 
Western Canuda. 

Addresses were delivered by both 
gentlemen mentioned, the first Intro- 
duced being Rev. Dr. Eaton. His 
speech, wlille comparatively brief, was 
forceful and eloquent, at intervals 
rousing the audience to a high pitch 
of enthusiasm. This was particular!!

States. lie said that these two peo- 
ples would ".stand together, sink or 
swim, until the battle of the church 
was won." 

His subject was "the Place of the 
Church in .Modern Civilization." Re- 
ligion was the most Important factor 
In human life. However It was easy to 
obtain too shallow a notion of what 
true religion meant, It might lie 
thought that It meant being a Pres- 
byterian, a Methodist, a Roman Catho- 
lic or a Baptist. As a matter of fact 
tile primal passion* of man was a 
hunger for God". This point was il- 
lustrated everywhere. It depended on 
the quality of tile religion of different 
nations what place a particular people 
took in the scale of national develop- 
ment. 

"A human being with '.in religion was 
not a man. But it was possible to take 
away all his other characteristics and, 
so long as there remained that heart- 
felt longing for his creator, there was 
to be found u man. 

Racial Question. 

"Christianity was the best religion. 
The human heart, however, was the 
same wherever it might be located. 
That had been demonstrated by the 
noble Indian, Jacob Chlpps, who had 
risked his life in an heroic attempt to 
save from deatli his kith and kin and 
for which he had been appropriately 
honored. There was no doubt that 
Ihore were grave racial questions to 
solve. And it was equally true that 
they would never be satisfactorily set- I 
tied it viewed by one from the stand- I 
joint of hate and detestation for the | 
other. He understood that some such 
question as that to which he referred 
confronted the people of British Co- 
lumbia. He could readily be lieve that 
the residents of this fair province hail 
reasonable ground, lor protesting 
against the influx of Orientals. On 
that account he thought they were 
Justified in protesting vigorously. 
"But" he added "you must fight this 
out yourselves. You cannot leave it to 
!.i-.c people of Nova Scotia or to those 
living in tiny other Eastern Canada 
provinces. It is you, and you alone, on 
whom rests the responsibility," It 
was important, however, that the 
struggle should be undertaken In the 
proper way ami in the right spirit. 
Nothing could be gained by hating, 
looking down on, or assuming that tho 
Chinaman was a man of lower Intel- 
ligence. "You who think Unit" he went 
on " get Into a bargain with a China- 
man and see where you get off at." 
(Laughter.) 

Chinamen Intelligent. 

He went on to say that before the 
birth of Christ the Chinese had a 
form of civilization, surpassing in 
many ways that in vogue elsewhere. 
And ho claimed that it was a proven 
in.-; thai from ihc point of view of 
sheer mentality there were none who 
could surpass the native of the Flow- 
ery Kingdatn. 

lie said that tlie Chinese religion 
was not all falsehood. The .sum: might 
he said of others. As Abraham Lin- 
coln had once lold tile people "You 
tan tool part ui the people part of the 
time and pint of the pooplu all tho 
time, but yon can't fool .ill of the peo- 
ple all the time." The same search 
for a Creator, the same longing for a 
Cod, that had made tho Christian na- 
tions adopt Christianity had Impelled 
the Chinamen to become followers of 
Confuclous. 

Christianity gave the world moral 
energy ami lis moral code. It answer- 
ed liie question of life, death, and life 
beyond death. The church was the 
best instrument for the expression of 
the best religion. 

Churches Failure 

Rev. Dr. Eaton asserted that the 
modern church throughout the world 
was becoming conscious of a sense of 
failure. Hi was not the man who 
would speak harshly of any Institu- 
tion without reason. He believed that 

there were those in tl hurch who 

were working earnestly ami faithfully, 
who were devoting tin Ir live.- to the 
evangelization of the races. The fact 
remained, however, thai He- business 
of man;,' of the churches was con- 
ducted on a basis which no husifTess 
man of perspicuity would tolerate in 
his private affairs. It was remarkable 
that stall. -men, those whose opinions

of God's bouse There were some of

With 
remarkable presence of mind Mr. 
Chlpps stripped his coat from his 
back and his shoes from his feet and, 
taking his daughter and tlie child on 
his shoulders, tried to swim to shore. 
They were in the water seven hours 
before tin- girl am] her baby, benumb- 
ed with cold and exposure, gave up the 
struggle and Mr. Chlpps was forced to 
swim on alone. Reaching shore lu in- 
formed tlie authorities of Vancouver 
of the catastrophe, the bodies were 
found and the obsequies took place in 
Victoria. 

■Subsequently chlpps returned lo his 
home at Clo-oose and burned his boats 
and house and all other belongings, 
He is starting life anew, having ob- 
tained e. good position in Seattle.

The duties of the superintendent of ! 
streets, sewers, bridges and sidewalk 
construction, ns outlined In the sched - j 
ule attached to the above report, will 1 
bring him under the direction of the 
engineer, and lie shall have supervi- 
sion of all works of construction such 
as the grading and macadamizing of 
streets, street paving, the laying of 
plank and concrete sidewalks, sewer 
work and building and renewal of 
bridges. He shall have control of the 
workmen employed on these works, see 
to the proper disposal of all material, 
have charge of all the machinery used 
on tho above works and see that the 
streets are kept in a safe and clean 
condition. 

Garbage Disposal. 

The report of the committee ap- 
pointed to investigate Hie question of 
the disposal of the city garbage was 
adopted without comment as follows: 

Your committee appointed to report 
on the garbage and scavenger ques- 
tion, beg lo suggest and recommend as 
follows: The calling of tenders for a 
larger scow, say 75 feet long by 20 feet 
heam. Alteration to and extension of 
tho present city wharf situate be- 
tween Telegraph and Herald streets, to 
provide belter and cleaner facilities 
tor loading. Calling for tenders for 
towage of garbage to a distance from 
shore suficient to prevent its ..return 
and become a nuisance. We estimate 
the handling of our garbage under 
present methods costs the city about 
i;a cents per ton. The averoge quantity 
handled and towed dally to be about iiO 
tons For the present we would sug- 
gest securing the services of a tug of 
sufficient weight and horse-power to 
handle tho larger scow by contract as 
preferable to the city building and op- 
erating a steamer. 

Plans and specifications of suggest- 
ed extensions lu present wharf, If ap- 
proved by your board, should be at 
once sent on to Ottawa for considera- 
tion of tlie departments of public 
works. 

The tender for a new scow should 
lie called for at once as the SCOW now 
In use is inadequate and requires over- 
hauling, and could then be used as a 
reserve scow. To facilitate hauling it | 
Is very possible Hint the city may find 
it necessary to construct a dock on 
James bay end ami one at Victoria' 
West, mar Dime bay. More stringent 
measures may become necessary to in- j 
sure regularity in the cleaning of back- 
sards of refuse and garbage for sanl- i 
la ry reasons. 

We would suggest the diverting of 
I he money voted under the Incinerator 
by-law to the scavengerlng of the city 
by the method recommended In this 
report. The water facilities for dis- 
posal of our garbage is, in our opinion, 
at least for a long time to come, the 
most economical, and calls for small 
capital expenditure and a consequent

New York, May i. — A period of 
weakness during- the morning in the 
stock market, while the London market 
was In operation was attributed to 
sympathy with that market and the 
fact that a recovery set In here after 
business had ceased for the day In 
Ijondon, was pointed t<> as confirma- 
tion of this view.

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A Plea for the Wild Animals of the 
American Northwest. 

As president of the American Hu- 
mane association, Dr. William O. Still- 
man has received a number of letters 
recently from persons who are inter- 
ested In the protection of elk and 
other helpless members of the deer 
family In the Northwest. One of these 
letters, which was written by a man 
living on the border of Yellowstone 
park, gives a graphic picture of tin: 
.suffering of the animals in winter 
and the reasons therefor. Dr. Stlllman 
believes that now is the time to Im- 
prove tile condition of the grass-eating 
animals of the region, and he hopes 
to secure from congress an appropria- 
te which would accomplish the de-

"I should judge," says the writer 
mentioned above, "that about forty 
per cent, mure of the wild animals, 
such as deer ami elk. die of starvation 
and exposure as compared with wild 
animals such as coyotes, lions, etc. 1 !'
